SEVENTEENTH DAY OF THE SLICKENS 
CASE IN COURT. 


Interesting Testimony Regarding the River 
Islands and the Bay of San 
Francisco. 


The tlickens cuse—The People of the State 
of California vs. the Gold R un Ditch and 
M ining Company—was resumed yesterday at 
9:30 A. M , in D epartm ent Two of the Superior 
Court, Hon. Jackson Temple presiding. 
D irect examination of Captain Enos Fou- 
ra tt continued (to Mr. Cadwalader)—I have 
noticed the sand moving in the river at dif­ 
ferent times. 
I was Captain of the Cora 
when she was sunk in the Sacramento river. 
W ithin two weeks from the time she was 
sunk 200 tons of saDd was deposited between 
her decks. 
W e were nearly a month in rais­ 
ing the Cora from her sunken position. 
If it 
were not for the sand deposits Bhe could have 
been raised in less time, and with much less 
expense. 
The sand and sediment in the 
water retards the speed of steamers, and 
where waters are shallow their steering is 
difficult. 
The 
- 


MODOC AND APACHE 
Are as large steamers as can navigate the 
Sacramento in its present condition at low 
stages of water. 
These steamers are 200 feet 
long and have a breadth of 50 feet. 
The fill 
in Steamboat slough in some places must be 
ten feet deep. 
The Capital, Chrysopolis and 
boats of th at size formerly passed through 
that slough, but latterly it has not been con­ 
sidered navigable for water craft of any con­ 
siderable size. A large bar near Mr. M erkley’s 
in the Sacramento river, occupying one-third 
of the river channel, was washed ont and car­ 
ried down stream last summer. 
I think the 
washing out cf that bar was owing to the 
clearness of the river’s water. 
The water ia 
always clearer a t low stages than it is during 
fltods. 
A large sloop was sunk many years 
ago near the Hog’s Rack, and she lieB there 
to-day covered with sand. 
I do not remem­ 
ber her name. 
She was about 100 feet in 
length, and had about 20 feel; depth of hold. 
Schooners of 
the sizs formerly used on the 
Sacramento river could not navigate its wa­ 
ters at present. 
The 


SACRAMENTO AND HASKINS 
Are the only echooners th at are engaged in 
the lumber trade at this time between Sacra­ 
mento and San Francisco. 
The Haskins is a 
scow Echooner, and when 
loaded 
draws 
about five feet of water. 
Cross-examination (by W . C. Belcher)— 
Before I came to California I was engaged as 
pilot on the Hudson and R aritan rivers. 
I 
went to M arysville in 1853 or 1854 on the 
steamer Bragdon. 
In 1850, for a short time, 
I sailed the schooner Chesapeake on the Sac­ 
ramento river. 
A bont thirteen years ago I 
went some distance np the Sacramento river 
on a pleasure trip. 
I cannot recollect the 
tonnage of the M cKitn ; she was a large ves­ 
sel, and on her first trip up the river in May, 
1850, she drew about eight and a half feet of 
water. 
The Gold H unter was a vessel of 
about 200 tons ; she was a small coast steamer, 
After leaving this coast she went to Australia. 
The New W erld was built for river naviga­ 
tion. 
The Enterprise is a vessel of about 125 
tous, and when I was her master she was 
plying between San Francisco and Sacra­ 
mento. 
She has been running on the river 
off and on for the last ten years. The Julia 
has been running about fifcr-n vear3. Do not 
know exactly how long the Flora has been in 
use on the river. 
The 


SENATOR AND CAPITAL 
W ere not exclusively freight steamers. 
The 
Senator begsa running on the river before my 
arrival in this State. 
The Capital ceased 
making trips .on the river in 1871. 
A t that 
time the California Pscific Company owned 
th at steamer. 
W heat barges have been 
in general use since th at time. 
The steam­ 
ers themselves carry a Urge amount of grain. 
Perhaps two-thirds of the wheat crop trans­ 
ported on the river is carried on bargee. 
In 1871 merchandise freight by steamer was 
82 50 per ton. 
A t the present time freight 
by steamer between those points is 81 50 per 
ton. 
The Hog’s B<ck has from the earliest 
days been an impediment to navigation. The 
Hog’s Back is about five miles above the 
mouth of 
Cache 'sl .ugh. 
Beaver elough 
enters tho river just below Hog’s Back. 
ID . Belcher—Is not the whole of Grand 
Island a product of sediment in the river? 
Objected to hy Mr. H art, and objection 
sustained. 
W itness continuing—W hen 1 first knew 
tho river there was a eheal at H aycock’s. 
This shoal extended across the river. 
The 
first time that these Bhoals caused trouble 
was in 1802, 
In early days, at low stage of 
water, the depth of water on these shoals was 
about fifteen feet. 
I noticed sediment in the 
river as early as 1854. 
A t th at time the 
water in the Sacramento river was very much 
discolored. 
A t low stage of water the sedi­ 
ment at Hog’s Back is mostly black sand. 


h o g ’s b a c k 
Is eighteen miles above the San Josqnin 
river. 
About ten miles below the Hog’s 
Back there is what they called Three-Mile 
slough, connecting the San Joaquin and Sac­ 
ramento rivers. 
The river when I first came 
to the State was as clear aud beautiful a 
stream as I ever fcehe'd. 
In early days you 
could not see much of the tuie basin. 
A t 
present you can see it from the boats very 
plainly. 
I have seen black sand in consid­ 
erable quantities at Haycock shoals. 
In 1871 
I wa3 Captain and pilot on the Yosemite, 
and grounded on these shoals, I do not recol­ 
lect It tviug any trouble on those shoals dur­ 
ing the year 1804. 
I never have noticed the 
black saod below the H< g’s Back. 
The char­ 
acter of the deposit in the bay is a grayi-h 
mud, mixed with gray sand. 
The mainlnhan- 
nel of 
SAN PABLO EAT 
In 1853 was from eleven to twelve fathoms 
deep. 
Now I find by sounding in the same 
channel only five or six fathoms. 
These 
soundings were made in the main ship chan­ 
nel off Penóla Point. 
N apa creek comes in 
by Vallejo. 
I run in and out there every 
day. 
I have been np N apa creek as far as 
S quel. 
I never have hove the lead near 
South Vallejo. 
The w ater near the m cuth 
of N apa creek has a depth of about thirty- 
five feet. 
Ths channel at the mouth of the 
creek has, within my recollection, narrowed 
considerably. 
I find this tilling continues 
about i he e.ime to San F ra c aco. The filling 
in of the main channel a t the Two Brothers 
is about fifteen feet. 
A t Pablo Point the fill­ 
ing is not quite so much.

ANGELS ISLAND 
The filling is about 8 feet deep. 
The filling 
in the neighborhood of Two Brothers is a 
kind of grayish black sand. 
The bottom off 
Penóla Point in former times was a kind cf 
dark mud. 
A t the preseat it is a dark sedi­ 
ment, mixed with gray sand. 
I first noticed 
the island in San Pablo begin to form in 1860 
and 1861, 
This portion of the bay was 
originally shoally. 
In 1850 I made no exam­ 
ination a t to the m aterial of the shoals ia 
Suisun bay. 
The s u ‘h channel cot through 
there about the year 1855. 
The water of its 
own motion cut this channel that year to a 
depth cf about 8 feet. 
Since then its depth 
has increased to 10 feet. 
Before coming to 
California I navigated the Hudson, Dela­ 
ware, R aritan and other Eastern rivers. 
For 
the last two years, owing to the opposition on 
the river, freights are less than ever before. 
Redirect^ examination 
(to M r. Cadwal­ 
ader)—Freight formerly loaded on steamers 
at 4 P. M, at Ban Francisco arrived at Sacra- 
meuto_ at 2 A. si. 
I t takes a steamer with 
barge in tow twenty-four hours to make the 
trip. 
During heavy fogs we have to eiow our 
boat and run by senndings, 


PINOLA POINT 
Is about six or seven miles from the mouth of 
N apa creek. 
The California Pacific bought 
the river steamers about 1871. The California 
Pacific never carried any freight between San 
Francisco and Sacramento. 
Since 1865 there 
has been opposition on the river nearly two- 
thirds of the time. 
D aring these strong 
oppositions, have known freight to be carried 
as low as fifty cents per ton. 
The material 
in Snisun and San Pablo bays is the same in 
character as the light m aterial found in the 
channel of the Sacramento river. 
There is 
a regular course or channel through those 
bays th at ia traversed by the Sacramento 
steamers. 
Re-cross examination—It takes the M idec 
about sixteen hours to make the trip from 
San Francisco to Sacramento. 
W e make 
more stops on the river cow than steamers 


formerly did. 
W e msfee fourteen stoppages 
between 
San Francisco and Sacramento. 
W hen the Chrysopoli3 was running, she only 
had three or four stopping places on the en­ 
tire route. 
The Nevada was lost in 1862. 
The S. M. W hipple ran as au opposition 
steamer for some time. 
Re-riirect (to Mr. Cadwalider)—The Ne­ 
vada went ashore oa the east bank of the 
river, just below the Steam boat slough. 
She 
tilled with sand to such an extent that she 
could not be raised. 
She was a large side- 
wheel steamer. 
J . B. GREEN 
Sworn—Sly occupation is that of fruit rais­ 
ing and general farming. 
I cama to Califor­ 
nia in December, 1849, and settled on M er­ 
ritt’s Island, where I now resido. 
WThen I 
first beheld the Sacramento river in 1849, it 
was a deep clear stream with ’nigh bluff banks. 
The depth of the river at low water at my 
place was twenty-two feet. 
The depth of the 
river was pretty much the same above anJ 
below fir some distance. 
The bank 3 were 
uuiformly bluff from there to Sacramento 
city. 
Below my place the banks of the river 
were not so prominent. I measured the depth 
of the river two years ago at the same point, 
at the same stage of water that I did in 1852, 
and fouod the river had retained its uniform 
level bottom but had raised eleven feet. 
The 
river at the name point had also widened 
about 100 feet. 
The natural soii at my place 
was a dark loam. 
I have noticed th at large 
bars of sand have formed in the river, 
between my farm and Sacramento city. 
For 
the first ten years of my residence on M er­ 
ritt’s Island I noticed very little change in 
the river channel. 
I find hy actual measure­ 
ment that the river .channel has during the 
past two years filled up to the extent of 
eighteen inches. 
These deposits have come 
gradually, and latterly they have very much 
increased. 
F or the first fifteen years there 
was 
but 
little 
filling 
noticed 
in 
the 
river. 
A t an early date the river was 
navigated by a very large class of steamers 
and other vessels. 
I navigated the river for 
two seasons with a small vessel drawing 
abcnt three feet of water. 
A bont a quarter 
of a mile below my place there is a bar 
formed to the hight of the banks. 
A t that 
point the water in 1850 was thirty-three feet 
deep. 
Have made 
measurements at the 
wharf at 
RANDALL’S ISLAND• 
A t various times. 
Steamboat slough is about 
four miies below my place. 
The slough is 
quite crooked and about half aa wide as the 
old river. 
The current in Steamboat slough 
was 
much 
more 
rapid 
than that in 
the river. 
I have seen ocean steamers navi­ 
gating this slough. 
A t this time I estimate 
the slough to be filled up at least one-half. 
The slough in its present condition is not 
navigated. 
Hensley’s slough is filled with 
sand and sediment. 
Most of the filling in 
this slough is slickers 
M erritt Island is 
about eighteen miles by land and twenty-five 
by water from Sacramento city. 
I t is eight 
and three-quarter miles long. 
I t lies on the 
west side of the river. 
Cross examination (by A. P. Catlin)—Sut- 
ter slough bounds the island on the south, 
and E lk elough on the west. Hensley’s si .ugh 
is east of Raudall Island. 
A levee was built 
across Hensley’s slough about eight years ago. 
The water did pass through Hensley’s slough 
in early times. 
Beaver slough put ont from 
Hensley’s slough, and emptied into the tule. 
The tule was generally filled hy the plains 
water and the backing up of the Moquelumne. 
Rxnde.il Island lies east of M erritt, and 
contains abont four hundred acres. 
[At 
this point the witness was shown a map and 
asked to locate certain islands and sloughs.] 
I navigated the river two seasons in a small 
sloop, between Sacramento City and my farm. 
This vessel was small, carried only about ten 
tons. 
I used it in transporting the products 
of my farm to the Sacramento m arket.

OCEAN STEAMERS 
Those vessels that came to California aronnd 
the Horn. 
The firet im portant deposits in 
Hensley’s Blough were made there in 1860. 
Prior to th at time schooners and steamers 
navigated this slough. 
I t was not so wide as 
Steamboat slough, but had a great depth of 
water. 
The first shoaling and forming of 
bars that I observed was in the yetra*1859 or 
1860. 
Small ievees were constructed in 1852. 
Redirect examination (to Mr. H art)—Be­ 
fore the leveeing across Hensley’s slough, the 
slough had filled up with sand to a depth of 
28 feet. 
In the summer season the elough 
was dry. 
Hensley’s slouch in 1852 was 20 
fret at low water. The filling continued clear 
through the slough. 
The slough is two miles 
in length.

I settled 
on Brannan Island in 1858. 
Prior to 1862 
we cultivated th at island without levees. We 
raised vegetabbs generally, and the soil pro­ 
duced abundant crops. 
Since 1SG1, from my 
•place down to below Rio Vista, there has 
been great changes in the river bed. 
I t has 
tilled up nearly one-half ; th at is, ore-half of 
the original carrying capacity of the river has 
been destroyed. 
In 1S66 I sounded the river 
in front of my house, during the month of 
October, and found sixteen feet of water. 
This year I find at the seme point only six 
feet. The fill opposite my place consists most­ 
ly of heavy gray sand, and is from ten 
to twelve feet deep. 
The native soil is very 
dark. 
I t is very much the same as the soil 
along the banks near this city. 
In 1872 saw 
the steamer Capita! grounded ia front of my 
place. 
She remained on the shoal an hour or 
so. 
The raising of the bed of the river chan­ 
nel has had a bad effect on the drainage of 
the island. 
I t lias also had the effect to de­ 
stroy our orchards. 
The elevation of the 
water drives the alkalis contained in the soil 
to the surface, and renders the land less pro­ 
ductive. 
The floods of 1881 destroyed our 
levees; they remain so, and the island is 
mostly under water at this time. 


A f te r n o o n S t s s f o n . 
Mr. Shafer, continuing—In 1877 nearly all 
of the island, or about 7,000 acres, was culti­ 
vated. 
I have frequently traveled on the 
river between the island and Sacramento 
city. 
I first noticed the river’s shoaling in 
1871 and 1872. 
Since then it has shoaled 
more and more each year. 
The deposit made 
in 1878 was a very much coarser material 
than any of the previous deposits. 
C ross-exam ination (to M r.

river bounds B rannan Island on the north, 
Jackson slough on the east, and Seven-miie 
slough on th e south.

The natural hanks of the island when wo 
first settled on them were scarcely fire feet high. 
The tule lands overflowed by tho action of the tide 
through the Bloughs. 
The larger portion of the is­ 
land w as originally tule, or wet grass, land.

O r th a t p ortion we cu ltiv ated , varied in w idth from 
five to fo rty rods. 
T he tirst farm ing I did w as on 
a b o u t forty acres of th is b an k land. 
In 1872 we

was in tended to be five feet abova extrem e high 
w ater. 
It w ould average th ro u g h o u t th e whole 
len g th a h ig h t ot a b o u t live feet above th e original 
soil.

T here w ere no high w aters after th e levees w ere 
b u ilt u n til 1878. 
F rom 1853 u p to 1S62 th e island 
was n o t overflowed. 
The tu l-, or in terio r laud oi 
th e island, frcqu u t'y overflowed d u rin g th e high 
wat o r stage?. 
We have k e p t sto rk ill th is tu le land 
d u rin g th e en tire w inter. 
T om ato slough p u ts o u t 
from Jackson slough, and alm ost crosses th e is'and. 
T here are som e sm all islands In th e riv er betw een 
R io V ista and B rannan Island. 
The ch aracter of 
th e soil on those sm all islands was sim il-r to th a t 
com posing th e b anks of th e S acram ento river. 
The 
longest of these little islands is p erhaps one m ile. 
The channel w here th e boats u sually ru n was on th e 
east side of th o se islands. 
Sly residence D a mile 
an d a half above 
WOOD IHLAND. 
T he flood of 1878 left a deposit of cia rse sand. 
The 
deposit on o u r land in 1862 had an average dep th of 
a b o u t six inches. 
W e did n o t consider th a t deposit 
d etrim en tal to o u r soil 
T he flood of 1868 did not 
leave an y extensive deposits. 
T here arc places on

COLONEL 
ZABRISKIE 
IN 
ERROR. 


A t a meeting of the California Prison Com­ 
mission iu San Francisco on Tuesday night 
Colonel Zabriskie made a speech in which hs 
charged that the late Prison Investigating 
Commission was a whitewashing job. In 
making this statement Colonel Zabriskie did 
injustice to the Commission and to himself. 
He demonstrated incontestably that he did 
not know what he was talking about, to be­ 
gin with, for no saoe and intelligent man 
can road the report of the Commission with­ 
out being convinced that it was the mo3t 
thorough 
and conscientious investigating 
body that has ever sat on any public mattef 
in this State. Now if Colonel Zabriskie has 
not read the report of the Commission his 
conduct in denouncing it was mo3t discredit­ 
able to hiros-.lf. And if, having read the re­ 
port, he still declared it to be a whitewashing 
one, he proves himself either to be deficient 
in intelligence or wanting in honesty. No 
matter 
what 
the facts may be as to 
his preparation, he has made a scandalously 
false accusation against 
the Commission 
if 
he 
has 
been 
reported 
correctly. 
Had the facts and conclusions of the Com­ 
mission beeD acted upon there would by this 
time have been no serious abuses remaining 
in the prison administration. That these facts 
and conclusions have up to the present time 
been ignored is certainly not the fault of the 
Commissioners. 
If honorable citizens cannot 
undertake publicduties of this unremunerative 
and disagreeable character, without being ex­ 
posed to gross and malicious aspersions at 
the hand3 of people who are too lazy or reck­ 
less to aecertaiu the facts of the case, it will 
so tn become impossible to obtain the services 
of any bnt venal 
and subservient men 
for similar tasks. The plain truth is that the 
late Prison Commissioners went over the 
whole ground which has since been traveled 
in a dilettanti and purposeless way by 
amateur penologists, and that they presented 


a report which might well be adopted ss a 
guide to future legislation. 
Their labors 
have thu3 far been unfruitful through no fault 
of theirs, and if censure is to be visited it 
should be directed to the responsible parties. 
Assuredly the Commissioners are under no 
obligations to submit themeeives as targets for 
the abuse c f ignoraut or stupid or malicious 
persona. 


G JRHAM 
AND 
GUII'EaU. 


Cleoroe Gorham must have spent an un­ 
comfortable five minutes when he was sub- 
penaed to appear as a witness iu the Guiteau 
case, to prove that ha had encouraged the 
nssaSxinatioD of President Gar field by his bitter 
abuse of the latter. 
Guiteau evidently 
intends to set up the allegation that Gorham’s 
editorials had a considerable influence upon 
his mind, and that they perhaps fir»t sug­ 
gested to him the desirability of “ removing ’> 
the late Pcerident. The prisoner wishes to 
make it appear that he was deeply impressed 
by G orham’s representation of the existence 
of a rupture in the Republican party. I t is 
somewhat curious, however, that when Gor­ 
ham and Garfield wtre tliii3 associated as 
enemies in his mind, the idea of “ removing ” 
Gorham did not occur to him. Probibly his 
characteristic eg.-.tbm led him to reflect that 
he cculd not obtain anything like the same 
notoriety by killing the editor cf the Wash­ 
ington Republican, that was to be gained by 
the murder of the President. 
But even 
Gorham must experience some compunction 
when he realizes tha- his virulent attacks 
upon Presiaect (» -1 field may have engen­ 
dered the ilp* of the assassination in tho 
brain of Gaiteau. 


TH2 SFREAD CF THE 6 Til ALL-POX. 


The smail-pox is spreading in Chicago in an 
alarming way, and the people there are be­ 
coming seriously apprehensive of an epi­ 
demic. I t is evident that the precautions 
adopted by the Califc rnia Stats Board of 
Health were aoi p:en atare, and that in their 
absence this State would have been exposed 
to great dar ter cf cetera! infection. Chi­ 
cago is talking of q israntining against New 
York, bu: e. there does not appear to be any 
aSnorm^! r -ease o: the disease in the latter 
c'ty, ve should think New York ought to 
qu a-an. 
:. tins’: Chicago. 
In fact, the ev­ 
idence all p o i n t o the latter city as being 
the focus of contagion, and until its au­ 
thorities exert themselves more actively to 
oonfine the disease and to stamp it out, no re­ 
laxado i of vigilance should be permitted at 
our frontier. 


President Arthur’s first message is an ex­ 
ceedingly comprehensive and business-like 
document. I t embraces so many subjects j 
that it is in fact a condensed review of all 
the departments ot the Government. Noth­ 
ing could be more unlike the elaborate argu­ 
mentative state papers which were formerly 
issued by the Presidents on these occasions. 
And next to its comprehensiveness must be 
remarked its conservatism. The President 
has apparently refrained 83 much as possible 
from the expression of decided opinions, 
though where he has done so his visws are set 
forth with satisfactory clearness and force. 
As a literary composition the message is de­ 
cidedly praiseworthy. The style is at once 
simple and lucid, and sufficiently dignified. 
In regard to most of the subjects treated of 
tho President iudorsea the recommendations 
of the various heads of departments. 
He 
approves the suggestions of the Secretaries of 
War and of the Navy, looking toward the 
increase of the army and the rehabilitation 
of the navy. On the latter bead he expresses 
himself witlj commendable decision, plainly 
believing that it is impossible for the country 
to maintain a vigorous foreign policy unless 
it is in a position to enforce whatever reso­ 
lutions it may come to. I t is not necessary 
to follow him in his comments on our foreign 
relations, all of which are peaceful and satis­ 
factory. He holds out hope that the Chilean 
difficulty will be adjusted by the special 
Envoy who has been dispatched to Santiago 
for that purpose, and he shows a proper de­ 
termination to maintain friendly relations 
with Mexico, despite the recent efforts of 
certain adventurers to foment a quarrel be­ 
tween the two countries. 
No doubt President Arthur’s views on 
civil service reform have been looked for with 
interest and curiosity. On this eubject he 
expatiates at some length. 
While declaring 
himself in favor of whatever measures will 
put the civil service on a satisfactory basis he 
intimates doubts whether the methods whiuh 
have proved so successful in England can be 
adopted here without such changes as might 
materially alter their effects. A t the same 
time he earnestly approves the law (latterly 
become a dead letter) which provides for the 
maintenance of a Civil Servico Commission, 
and he calls on Congress to make the neces­ 
sary appropriation. It is not very easy to 
define the President’s position on the whole 
question, for though he is careful to avoid all 
euspicioua of hostility to civil service reform 
he seems to have gone rather out of his way 
to suggest difficulties, some of which avill net 
bear analysis. Thus his apparent indorse­ 
ment of the objection that the English sys­ 
tem tends to create an official class, and that 
it excludes middlo-aged men from the public 
sorvice, cannot be seriously defended. For 
as a matter of fact all American politicians 
do now endeavor to the best of their ability 
to make a career of the public service, and a 
great number succeed in this. And as to the 
apprehended exclusion of middle-aged and 
elderly men from the civil service, reflection 
shows that if b u c I i exclusion came about it 
would really be a benefit to the service, since 
the presumption must be that men who only 
seek in middle life to enter the public service 
in subordinate positions, have failed in the 
callings which they first chose, and are conse­ 
quently of inferior caliber. To secure the 
best material for the public service the re­ 
wards of that Bervica must be made ade­ 
quate, and there is no reason why it should 
be made a place of refngc for ineapables. 
The President approves the idea of reduc­ 
ing the internal revenue taxes, except those 
on distilled liquors and tobacco. H e thinks 
that even if the debt is not paid off so rap­ 
idly ss heretofore no harm will be done, and 
no doubt many will agree with him. 
Y et we 
thick he is wroDg in this. The best time to 
get rid of the national debt is when pros­ 
perity makes the people willing and able to 
bear the burden. 
At present the American 
public are in a very satisfactory frame of 
mind on thi3 subject, and if the present rate 
of payments is kept up, the entire debt will 
be cleared off in less than ten years, always 
provided that tha Pension Arrears bill does 
not absorb tho surplus revenues. But we 
cannot be sure that our present prosperity 
will last. A succession of crop failures would 
destroy the alacrity with which the people 
now meet their fiscal obligations, and in such 
an event we may be sure that the spirit of 
repudiation, which has recently received 
so unfortunate a stimulus under Republican 
auspices, would become active and danger­ 
ous again. Besides, the demand for the re­ 
duction of internal revenue taxes comes frr-m 
the Protectionists, who desire to checkmate 
all attempts at modification of the Tariff. 
The President touches the Tariff question 
very lightly, merely suggesting the desira­ 
bility of a new Commission to examine 
into it. 
His views on the Panama Canal question 
are in complete accord with those already ex­ 
pressed by Secretary Blaine, and which may 
be said to be the prevailing or national posi­ 
tion on the subject. I t is, however, obvious 
that the reconstruction of the navy must be 
indispensable to tho proper maintenance of 
this policy, and that the latter, without the 
former, can amount to nothing more than a 
blank discharge. The United States can 
control the Panama Canal when it possesses 
the necessary ironclads, but it cannot do so 
without a better navy than it now possesses. 
Iu this connection the President's observations 
on tho increase of the navy will be found 
pertinent and forcible. Th; business of the 
Pension Bureau is summarized, showing the 
enormity of the demands made upon the 
Treasury under the Pension Arrears bill, but 
the President contents himself with a state­ 
ment of the facts, and makes no recom­ 
mendation on the subject. It will take neai ly 
000 clerks three years to settle the claims 
already on file, and it is estimated that 8235,­ 
000,000 will bo takon out of tho Treasury be­ 
fore the work is completed. 
The President is strongly of opinion that 
polygamy ought to be extirpated, but he only 
suggests tho propriety of providing by law 
that all persons performing marriages iu Utah 
shall be called upon under heavy penalties to 
file certificóte?, and that plural wives be al­ 
lowed to testify. A polygamous mártir, tes 
are celebrated in the Endowment Ilonse, and 
in secret, it is oiffieult to see how any new 
law can force the Mormon priests to make 
public what they do. They jre well aware 
that their proceedings are concealed, and it 
is to be feared that they would pay as littls 
attention to such a law as they have to former 
statutes. We regret to find the President 
favoring the extravagant and inequitable 
ship-suhsidy policy, ss a means of restoring 
our merchant marine. This is perhaps the 
most indefensible point in bis message, and 
it is calculated to produce very serious mis­ 
chief. For the rest, the message is of a char­ 
acter to increase public confidence in the 
ability and good judgment of President Ar­ 
thur, and it exhibits throughout a creditable 
disposition to do justice to the entire country, 
and to hold the balance a? evenly as possible 
between its contending interests. 


0DR MERCHANT MARINE. 


The President does not appear to have 
studied political economy to much purpose, 
though there is nothing surprising in this, 
seeing that he has all his life been engaged 
in politics. 
It 
is however not a little 
curious that he should have manifested so 
nairc a perplexity as to the cause of the de­ 
cline of our carrying trade, in his message to 
Congress. He observes that “ there must be 
•‘a peculiar hindrance to the development of 
“ this Ínteres1, or the enterprise and energy 
“ of American merchants an! capitalists 
“ would have kept this country at least 
“ abreast of our rivals in the friendly contest 
“ for ocean supremacy.” And then he goes 
on to suggest that the decline would not 
have occurre i “ if we had given the navi- 
“ gation interests a portion of the aid in 
“ protection which hts been so wisely (?) 


“ bestowed upon cur manufactures.” Un­ 
doubtedly there is a “ peculiar hindrance” 
to the development of the American ocean 
carrying trade; in fact there is more than 
one. The Navigation Laws and the Tariff 
fully account for the phenomena which have 
puzzled the President, however. 
One of the 
main causes of the decadence of our merchant 
marine has been that very Bystem of Protec­ 
tion which he unfortunately thinks “ wise.’ 
There is an old saying that “ you can­ 
not 
41 eat 
your 
cake 
and 
keep 
it 
too,” 
and 
it 
has 
an 
application 
to 
this Bubject. Protection to home industry 
has raised the cost of American manufactures 
far above those of England. The Proteccion­ 
ista say that this is a good thing, because" it 
gives our mechanics better wages, among 
other results. Bnt it alio excludes American 
manufactures from foreign markets, aad it is 
very unreasonable and illogical for the Pro­ 
tectionists to complain of this. Their position 
is that whatever sacrifices their system in­ 
volves are more than compensated by its 
benefits. 
B at having taken this position 
they are now stultifying themselves by de­ 
claring that there is no compensation for the 
loss of foreign trade which is one of the 
effects of their policy. Nor can they by any 
possibility undo the mischief they have doue 
by adopting the ship-subsidy policy. England 
can command the carrying trade of the world 
because she produces all her manufactures at 
rates which enable her to compete success­ 
fully for the trade of the whole world. 
But 
ships are of no use to a country which is de­ 
barred from developing a foreign trade. 
We could not put our manufactures in 
competition with 
those 
of England 
in 
foreign markets, as the case stand?. 
Protec­ 
tion has rendered that impossible. 
We 
may pay subsidies to steam lines to run 
to foreign ports, tu t so long as th'e Tariff 
operates 
to exclude American 
products 
from foreign markets we can never gain any­ 
thing by such a policy. On tha contrary, it 
would be all sheer loss. We should be pay­ 
ing people to do something in which there 
was no profit or hope of profit outside the 
subsidies. 
They would do this something 
S3 long as Congress made it worth their while, 
but we might go ou paying subsidies till the 
crack of doom without thereby establishing 
a self-sustaining foreign trade. Such a policy 
in short would be like muzzling a horse, 
and then carefully leading it up to a well- 
filled crib. 
The only way to restore our 
merchant marine aad our foreign trade is to 
repeal the Navigation Laws and cut down the 
Tariff. The new policy of subsidizing ships 
is only a device whereby th6 producers of the 
country would be robbed to maintain an 
artificial and lifeless merchant marine, which 
could neither compete with England nor build 
up a genuine traffic of its own.

San Fraxcisco, December 7th.—At an adjourned 
meeting of the Board of Supervisors, this evening, 
an order was introduced rescinding a.l action taken 
by t he old Board, by which David McClure was ap­ 
pointed col ector of delinquent taxes of the gas and 
water companies at 10 per cent of his collections as 
remuneration. The order was passed to print. 


The T rain-W recker Case. 
Aubcrn, December 7th.— In the train■-wrecking 
case this afternoon tno conductor, expresa messen­ 
ger, postal agent aud another witness were exam­ 
ined. 
Their testimony related mainly to the fact of 
the ditching of the train and attendant incidents. 
This afternoon Mason, the State's evidence, was 
placed on the stand and told his story, which the 
defense admitted was a very straight one, without 
differing even in the minor details from his testi­ 
mony given twice before. 
He is an except ionably

T axes in Sonom a C ounty.

Assessor’s valuation, at which there is a general 
remonstrance. He collected £50,000 iu Petaluma in 
five days ; in Guemeville, Cloverdale, Healdsburg, 
Gcyserville, Bodega, Bloomfield, Sonoma, Donahue, 
Windsor, Duncan Mills, Luttingers and Henry’s, a 
total of abo re 870,000. Santa Kosa ha-s so far paid 
in nearly £2°,000. The total county valuation, 
under the State Board, is above £307,000, on a total 
valuation of nearly £19,000,000—the largest ever 
made. The largest mortgage taxes have been paid 
this year—one of £05,000. The delinquent tax will 
be less than in any previous year. Ail this chows 
an increased prosperity.

FRUIT-GROWERS’ CONVEN HON.

Reports and Recommendations of 
the 
Committees on Insect Fests, Fruit- 
Packing, Shipping, Etc. 


The Convention met at 10 o’clock, Wm. Johnston 
in the chair 
The Committee on Fruit-growers, through A. S. 
White, submitted the following report: 
Whereas, The fiuit-growers interests of this 
State, which are of so vase importance, are threat­ 
ened with destruction by insect pests of various 
kinds; and whereas, any individual action is totally 
inadequate to meet the enemy successfully. 
Resolved, That the fruit-growers aud farmers of 
the State he requested to give their earnest support 
to the horticultural laws, and give their united 
efforts to sustain the Chief Health Officer in the 
execution of the same. 
Resolved, That the fruit-growers in every county, 
where «Commissioners have not already been ap­ 
pointed, shall demand of the Supervisors that they 
appoint Commissioners according t j the require­ 
ments of the law. 
Resolved, That we recommend that the orchardists 
of the State shall purchase only such Dees, plants or 
cuttings asare known 10 be free from infectious dis­ 
eases, and are accompanied by a clean bill of health 
from the Commissioners or Inspectors. 
Resolved, 1 hat all nurserymen shall be required 
to disiufect all trees and plants to the satisfaction of 
the Commissioners or Inspectors bef jre delivering 
them to their customers. 
Resolved, 1 bat we recommend to each and every' 
farmer and fruit-grower, as good citizens < f the 
State, to use all practicable means to keep his trees 
free from all insect pests, that his orchards may not 
become breeding grounds, to the damage of his 
neighbors. 
Resolved, That we request the transpoi tation com­ 
panies not to return fruit boxes or baskets between 
the 25tli of June and the 31st of December. 
Resolved, That we recommend that the study of 
entomology he introduced into our public schools, so 
that the ribiug generation may be wiser than their 
fathers. 
A discussion on part of* report in reference to 
return boxes ensued. 
P. H. Murphy favored return boxes. 
J. H. Ellihtt, of Newcastle, eaid the commission 
merchants say they sell our fruit at eight per cent, 
comm ssion, but they give us what they can buy it 
for in the market, less the eight per cent. 
M. Cooke said he was placed in a delicate position 
in relation to return boxes, being a box-maker. He 
referred to the rules of quarantine, in which the 
boxes are required to be disinfected in San Fran­ 
cisco at the expense of the grower. lie instanced 
the practice of the late Mr. baul, of th* Oak Shade 
orchards. 
He would not allow a box to be returned 
to his orchard. The result was that he kept his or­ 
chard clean, ai.d sold last year 9,500 boxes of pears.' 
Others who allow return boxes have their orchards 
infested and their crop3 destroyed. He instanced 
the Grand Island orchards, from which a few years 
ago were shipped 4,000 boxes. Last year the fruit on 
the whole island sold for five hundred dollars, and 
this year they couldn’t get anything for it, in conse­ 
quence of the introduction of worms. 
Mr. Wilson, of Newcastle, said if the boxes are 
not returned the commission raerchauts irake the 
price of the boxe9, and they should pay the pro­ 
ducer for them. 
. 
Mr. Hixon, a commission merchant, said the-boxes 
from Oregon are all free or not returned. If the 
matter was understood that all boxes were to be 
free, then the commission merchant would make 
nothing ou the boxes, and would charge nothing 
for them. Fruit iu free boxes was preferred by re­ 
tailers and consumers, because the boxts were not 
required to be returned or paid for. 
Mr. Frazer, of Elmira, said we are • all nere wilb 
one object—to get rid of-the insect pest, and we 
must stick to this subject, lh e worms lay their 
egg9 in all boxes free as well as return, and i hey, 
too, go to all parts of the State and spread the worm 
as well as the return boxes. It would be a hardship 
on those who raise íruiü not infested by worms. 
A. T. Hatch moved to amend by the adoption of 
a thorough system of d:sinfectiou. Seconded. 
K. Williamson was in favor of the amendment, as 
it would work a great hardship on that class of fruit­ 
growers who produced fruit, as peaches, chttries, 
plums, etc., to require them to send free boxes. 
The point he wished to get at is, to have the 
Convention recommend a thorough system of dis­ 
infection. 
Professor Dwindle hoped the Convention would 
have patience and investigate its subjects well, and 
would suggest that a committee be api»ointed to in­ 
vestigate the whole subject of boxes, to report at a 
proper time. 3 hat other boxes than the apple aud 
pear are liable to have worm eggs in them—the 
plum curculio might come in the next return box. 
M. T. Brewer said it seemed to him that if the apple 
and pear boxes were made free a great deal would 
be accomnlis ed ; he would not require peach boxes 
to be disinfected, but go as far as possible without 
injustice. 
The substitute of Mr. Hatch was adopted, and the 
report as amended adopted. 
The Committee on Fruit Shipping to the Easteni 
States asked for further time. Granted. 
The Committee on Shipping West of Omaha was 
called, but were not ready to report. 
The Committee on Fruit Packing, when called, 
presented a communication from the fruit packers 
of San Frtncisco, suggesting the substitution of 
tight boxes in place of baskets for peaches. Re­ 
ferred to Fruit Packing Committee. 
The Committee on Commission Merchants re­ 
ported through their Chairman, J. M. Hixon. The 
committee recommended to “ growers to do all they 
can to improve their fruit.” Me chants will aid them 
in any way they cm. 
The Committee on Nurserymen reported in favor 
of having all trees and plants well disinfected btfore 
sending them out. Report adopted. 
President Johnston coiled attention to the proposed 
sale of the late Mr. Saul’s interest in Oak Shade Or­ 
chard, and recommended the property as a desirable 
•one. Mr. Blowers also recommended the property 
as a valuable one to a horticulturist. Mr. Cooke 
also spoke of the property 
one of the most valua­ 
ble orchard proper its in the State. 
Sir. Wid amson moved that a committee cf five he 
appointed to draw up a memorial to the memory of 
Brother Saul. 
The motion carried unanimously by a rising vote, 
and the Chair appointed a committee as follows : 
Robert Williamson, Mrs. General Bid well, K. B. 
Blowers, Professor C. H. Dwindle, A. T. II itch. 
The Committee on Wajs and Means reported, 
recommending an assessment of £1 50 on the mem­ 
bers, and also recommended that the Convention 
take steps to have Mr. Cooke get up a more exten­ 
sive work on fruit pests. Report adopted. 
Mr. Williamson moved that a committee of five be 
appointed to get up a plan of disinfecting fruit 
boxes, applicable to the circumstances of fruit­ 
growers and fruit dealers. The motion was ad pted. 


A fternoon Session. 
The President announced the following members 
as a committee on a system of disinfectants: R. 
B. Blowers, Woodland; W. II. Jessup, Haywards; 
A. T. Hatch, Suisun ; J. M. Hixon, A. D. Cutler, Son 
Francisco. 
Dr. Chapin proposed that a committee of five be 
appointed on the dried fruit interest. 
George West, Stockton ; Dr. Chapin, Santa Clara; 
A. T. Hatch, Suisun ; R. B. Blowers, Woodland; J. 
M. Hixon, San Francisco, were appointed. 
Mr. Hatch moved that a committee of five be ap­ 
pointed on cheap free box* 8. The Chair appointed 
as such committee A. T. Hatch, R. Williamsou, J. 
51. Hixon, R. B. Blowers-and M. T. Brewer. 
Mr. Hatch moved that the committee report on 
January 1st to the Chief Horticultural Officer, and 
publish the report in the Rural Press and Patron. 
The President said he was informed that the re- 
gn t-H of General Bid well had been sent to the Con­ 
vention by a delegate, and called on Mrs. Bidwell, 
who was present. 
Mrs. Biuwell eaid thatthc General found it impossi­ 
ble on account of private business to attend, and had 
requested her to represent him. 1 he announcement 
was received with warm applause. 
Tbs Committee on Fruit Shipped East reported 
that over 400 cars cf fruit had been shipped to the 
Eastern States this year; that oue of the drawbacks 
to shipping is the rate of freight by tho railroad*, 
and the other the insect pests. These are net the 
only drawbacks, but the condition of the weather 
and the market on arrival. The last two are un­ 
avoidable, but the two former are remedial and 
should be remedied. 
Mr. Murphy said that this report brought up im­ 
portant subjects, and something should be done to 
gt-t a reduction in freight rates by the railroads. 
Mr. Bradford presented a petition, which had 
been adopted by the National Grange and s wt out 
to the several State Granges f -r signatures, directed 
toCongicss, asking that Congress exercise its powers 
•in rcgulatii n of interstate commerce, and asked 
that it he signed by the members. 
Dr. Chapin moved that the petition be laid on the 
table. 
_ 
On a standing vote, by 25 ayes to 17 noes, the 
petition was laid on the tabic. 
Mr. Murphy said he understood the petition was 
laid on the table for signature. The report was 
adopted. 
Mr. Hatch moved that a committee be appointed 
to confer with the railroad companies on the sub­ 
ject of reduction of freight on fruit. 
The following committee was appointed by the 
Chair: 31essrs. Hatch, Brewer, Dixon, Strong and 
Karl, and the committee was requested to report to 
the State Board of Horticultural C jinmissionere aud 
have the report published. 
The Committee on Shipping Fruit East, but to ter­ 
ritory west of Omaha, through W. K. Strong, re­ 
ported that the market was large and rapidly in­ 
creasing ; that the best varieties are demanded ; that 
fruit should be well packed and sho’ild be picked at 
the proper stage. They also recommend uniformity 
in packages, and named the size of the nox for each 
variety ; also recommend the use of a free box for 
this m arket; that honesty in packing would well 
repay shippers, and then went into a description <-f 
the vast markets that were opening up for California 
fruits, and recommended that growers put their 
names on the outside of the box. 
Mr Murphy said this was a new departure in fruit 
shipping: that he had been requested not to stencil 
his fruit b xes by shippers. 
Here explanations were made by shippers that 
they desired growers to stencil their boxes sim­ 
ply, but not as shippers, as they were doing a ship­ 
ping business, and not advertising other partí-.* as 
i.i that business. Explanations were also made by 
other growers that they had been requested to sten­ 
cil their boxes by Messrs. Brewer* Co. and Strong 
& Co. 
The report of the committee was adopted. 
A resolution was sent up by Dr. Chapin that the 
Second Annual Fruit-Growers’ Convention meet 
in Sacramento on the first Tuesday of November, 
1882. Adopted. 
Mr. Rutter asked if any grape-growers present 
bad noticed the phylloxera on vines where the gen­ 
eral health oí the vines was good. 
Objection was made that this) Convention was a 
fruit growers’ and not a Viticultunfl Convention, 
and therefore the question was rather out of order 
The matter was therefore drqpped. 
Mr. Hatch suggested that tne subject of a State 
Entomologist «ras a proper one for discussion. 
Dr. Chapin move*! that the matter of leinslati''n 
on horti ultnral sui-jerts be referred to the .State- 
Board > t lí rt cultur. 1 Commissioners. The matter 
was so referred. 
The Pre~iJenfc called n Mr. Brewer to address the 
Convention ou the subject of a more extensive book 
on entomology. 
Mr. Brewer r spon- ed bv * reference to the book 
ptwlisbtd by Mr Cooke, and its value to the fruit- 
i;r<iWeie. a- d th u urged tLvse present to come for­ 
ward with the necestarv enc -uragcvneut to enable 
Mr. Cooke t*> get up - Isw er book on the same 
.cubj. cte Mr. Brewer dosed with presenting a sub- * 
scriptiou !hr for the book, on which was a subscrip- j 
tion for 
copies made Ly M. S. Brgwer A Co. A • 


large number of the members nearest came forward 
and subscribed for the book. 
The Committee on Resolutions in memory of 
J. B. Saul reported resolutions which were adopted, 
and the Secretary was instructed to furnish the 
widow with an engrossed copy. 
The President called on Mr. Wilson to open the 
discussion on j riming. He excused himself and 
called on Dr. Chapin, who responded. 
Dr. Chapin sai a he preferred the saw ana prun'ng 
shears to the knife, as more convenient, and all 
wounds made in pruning should be covered with 
wax or other material to keep the air from the wood. 
The cut should be made close to the bud and above 
it, and the wound will readily heal over during the 
season's growth aud not leave a projection of dead 
wood. All trees should be pruned while young, to 
as to keep them in form and render the cutting 
away of large limbs unnecessary. The saw used 
should be o? a narrow blade, like a butcher’s saw, 
aud not the ordinary pruning saw. 
Wouldjrecom- 
mend summer pruning by pinching back the tender 
ends when the shoots have obtained about the re­ 
quired length, at d pinching the second or even the 
third time, as may be necessary, as will be the case 
m some instances 
Robert Williamson said that he was decidedly in 
favor of the low training of trees, so that they might 
protect their stems from the sun and be less liaole 
to blow over; also recommended covering all 
wounds with g aftiog wax or paint; favored fall 
pruning to develop fruit buds, and did not favor 
pinching back terminal buds during sumpier, but 
would jut off; gave illustration of benefits of low 
training by stating that the best cherries he had 
ever eaten were picked within six inches of the 
ground, and that a first-cla=s cherry-grower said he 
could pick six times as many cherries if within six 
feet of the ground as he can if twenty feet from the 
ground ; had picked peaches from low trees and got 
more than from high-trained ones. 
# 
W. H. Jessup said that Mr. WiTiamson had struck 
the key-note of the subject in recommending low 
training, and to use saw or knife in preference to 
shears. 
The Committee on Canning Fruit reported, giving 
statistics as to the quantity of fruit canued ; after 
which a discussion was had as to the relative 
quantity shipped and consumed in the State and 
canned. Tho Convention was of the opinion that 
three-fourths of the Bartlett pears produced in the 
átate this year were canned. 
Mr. Johnston called attention to the fact that 
the day fixed for the Annual Convention of the 
fruit-growers — the first Tuesday of November, 
1882—'was election day. The resolution fixing the 
day was reconsidered, and the time fixed was the 
seco- d Tuesday, and the place fixed was San Jose. 
The Committee ou Dried Fruit made their re­ 
port, in which they state that California dried fruit 
is gaining favor East very rapidly, and recommend­ 
ing the Fize of packages for different kinds of 
dried fruit. 
A resolution was passed thar.kine the Surveyor- 
General for furnishing the members of the Conven­ 
tion with copies of his valuable report. 
The President, Professor Dwindle, thanked the 
members of the Convention for their attendance 
and for their kindness to him personally as a pre­ 
siding officer, and then spoke briefly of the advant­ 
ages to result from the labors of the Convention, 
and anticipated still greater benefits to come out 
of the future annual meetings. 
The thanks of the Convention were tendered to 
President Dwindle and Vice-President Johnston. 
Thanks were also tendered to Mossrs. Wheeler 
and Smith, Secretaries of the Convention; also to 
Secretary Wheeler for the very able paper read on 
the “ Sulphide of Carbou and Sulpho-carbonate of 
Potassium as Disinfectants.” 
The Convention adjourned.

Dealers’ Protective Aaiociation ” met at the Court­ 
house last evening, George W. Chesley piesiding, 
Joseph Goddard Secretary. The minutes of the 
last meeting were rea/1 and approved. The ward 
committees reported additionalmembers as follows: 
First Ward, 101 signers; Secorfcl Ward, 47; Third 
Ward, no report; Fourth Ward, 44. Mr. Billings 
reported that ten signers had sent in their names 
and fees from FJk Grove. They were admitted to 
membership. The Secretary reported six icen signers 
from outside places, but within the county, in addi­ 
tion to the foregoing ; also a number of applications 
from outside the city on the part of persons desiring 
membership. 
The Secretary reported a branch, 
organization at Woodland, and also a visit from a 
committee of that society, asking whether they 
should keep open last Sunday. They had been ad­ 
vised to do so, and that the Sacramento society 
would protect them. He al3o read a letter from 
lone from parties desiring membership. The Chair­ 
man said he had received several letters from the 
outside of like character, and he a9ked the meeting to 
determine whetherit would take in r utside members. 
A discussion followed on a proposition to take in 
Yolo, Placer, Amador and LI Dorado dealers, and 
another to take ia members reoideut anywhere in 
the State. Much opposition was manifest to both, 
and the matter was finally ruled out of order until a 
constitution should be adopted. A proposed con­ 
stitution was then read, considered and adopted. It 
limits the society membership to Sacramento city 
and county dealers. The officers are as usual in 
ordinary organizations, ihe offices held for three 
mouths, and the membership fee íb $1. The docu­ 
ment was adopted as the c.nstitut'on, and a com­ 
mittee, consisting of Messrs. Goddard, Consitline 
and Flaherty, was named to have the same printed. 
Jules P. Colla, for the officers of a former society, 
presented the Association with the old banner o? 
the Association of 1S72. Thanks were returned to 
the officers for the gift. The committee of the Sec­ 
ond Ward reported a list of mines of dealers who 
declined to sign, but the meeting held that it would 
be improper to read the names, but proper for the 
Secretary to keep such list. The committee of the 
First Ward said several had declined to sign, and 
giv«m good reasons for it, aud others tendered 
money, but declined to sign. The Fourth Ward

committee reported that only about one in ten in 
tlwit ward favored the Sundav law. The society oi- 
dercd its const tution printed in the city papero, 
and after allowing bill3 the organization adjourned.

D esperate 
C a p tu red 


Three of the most daring and de3perate robbers 
of the coast were arrested yesterday in Y olo county 
after a most lengthy and carefully devised pursuit. 
It will be remembered that (on the morning of the 
7th of November the down stage from Sonera to 
Milton was robbed near the Stanislaus river, in 
Tuolumne county, by four masked men. Wells, 
Fargo k Co. lost $3.300 in coin and j|old dust, and 
Jolm Mundorf, a m rchant oi Sonora, hist $,'50 in 
gold dust. Captain Charles Aull, of Wells, Farsjo 
k Co., was sent to look after the case. 
Sheriff 
Thom, of Calaveras county, also startel at once 
after the robbers, and was joined by the Tuolumne 
county officers—Sheriff Yancey and Under Sheriff 
Cunningham, of Stockton, and John N. Thacker, 
another of Wells, Fargo k Co.’s officers. 
After two weeks hard work it was demonstrated 
that the robbery was c -mmitted by Jim Crum, Billy 
Miner, Billy Miller, and another whose name is fc-r 
the present withheld. 
Crum is one of the most 
notca liorse-thieves on the Pacific coast. He was 
gent from Sacramento county to State Prison in 
1871, for stealing a drove of horses, and served ten 
years. Miner has served two terms for stage rob­ 
bing, and Miller has also served one term for rob­ 
bery. This gang of men have for the past eighteen 
months been constantly stealing horses in all the 
northern counties, ranging from Tehama to San 
Francisco, and successfully defied all local officers as 
to their capture. From this eminent success ia 
their business they next storied for more remuner­ 
ative fields, and m ade^ n id upon the treasure-box 
of Wells, Fargo k Co.Aas above sttted, but in this 
they woke to the chase'a corps of officers who, under 
a careful and systematic detective campaign, iu 
which neither money nor men have been spared, 
have brought their present raids to a sudden close. 
In this effort upon the part of the officers 
naacad, they called to their assistance the police 
of San Francisco and the police of this city, Chief 
F.arcber and officers Arlington and Lte having 
given special dilligence and aid in the pursuit. 
Taking up the trail of the robbers from the place 
where the robbery'vas committed, they were fol­ 
lowed through Stanislaus and Alameda counties to 
San Francisco, and thence back through Alameda, 
San Joaquin and Sacramento into Yolo county. On 
Saturday Captain Aull and Mr. Thacker, call­ 
ing to 
their 
aid 
Sheriff 
McCoy 
of 
Yuba 
county, 
went 
to 
Yolo 
and 
there 
laid 
plans 
to effect their capture. 
On 
Tuesday 
morning Sheriff Raum, of Yolo county, Sheriff 
McCoy and Thacker came very unexpectedly upon 
Crum, Miller and Miner. Crum was at once cap­ 
tured, but Miller and Miner escaped to the brush. 
By sundown Tuesday night ue-rly all the officers 
engaged in the original pursuit had been summoned 
to the scene of action. The search and pursuit was 
continued during the night and all day yesterday 
without success. 
I Between 5 and 6 o’clock last evening as Captain 
A^sll and officer Arlington, of this city, were coming 
down the west side of the Sacramento river, ami 
when about nine miles above Washington, they 
came suddenly upon Miller and Miner upon the 
levee. They were both heavily armed, carrying a 
shotgun and two six-shooters each, aud about 100 
rounds of ammunition. 
It was just growing dusk 
as the officers came upon them, and as soon as 
Miner and Miller saw that they were discovered they 
drew their guns upon the officers, but the latter 
making a dash for them, the robbere jumped over a 
fence and broke f >r the tules to the west, in the 
direction of Pavisvi le. Captain Aull had a shotgun 
and Arlington only a pistol. They followed w.th 
the utmost speed, the Captain firing several times 
with buck-hot at them as they were all running. 
Miller soon threw up. his hand3 and surrendered. 
He was taken charge of by officer Arlington, who 
immediately left with him for Sacramento. Captain 
Aull then pursued Miner, and after a spirited chase 
of about a mile, in which the Captain made noticea­ 
ble gain in the race, Miner also threw up his hands, 
and was taken in charge. It was by this time quite 
dark, and, procuring a team, Captain Aull brought 
his prisoner to this city. Upon reaching Washing­ 
ton, he met officer Arlington and J. B. Hume, who 
had started back with a team for his assistance. 
Crum, when arrested, was taken to Woodland, and 
will be brought here this morning, eu route to So­ 
nora. 
Miner and Miller rested securely Iu the city 
jail last night. Considerable money was found upon 
the prisoners, and with them the officers also cap­ 
tured three fine horses when first discovered in Yolo 
c -unty. 
. 
This gang has long been regarded the best or­ 
ganized and most desperate in the Stz+e.jand the 
best detective officers and others have been con­ 
stantly on the watch for them for the past eighteen 
months. The present effort v. as one of the most 
systematic and determined that lids ever been made 
upon any occasion upon the coast, and the success 
attending it is most praiseworthy, a j it is also most 
satisfactory.

To-day the prosecution commences its rebuttal. 
To demolish the theory of the defense, they will 
traverse the ground "cue over, and from the stand­ 
point of the prosecution will thoroughly ventilate 
the past life and habits of the prisoner, beginning 
with his early life in Freeport, and concluding with 
a vast amount of the bett expert testimony in the 
country. 
As soon as the Court was formally opened, Gui- 
teau addressed the Court in rather imperious tones 
thus : “ May it please your Honor, the American 
people 
do 
not desire that

case 
shill 
be tried again, 
and 
I do 
not 
desire i t 
I 
say 
with 
the 
utmost 
respect to this 
Court and jury, and my counsel, Scoville, that I am 
not satisfied with toe political situation os developed 
here in this case. That’s the gist of this alleged of­ 
fense. The President of the United States would 
never have been shot if it had not been for the po­ 
litical sitoation which existed ’a*t May and June. 
1 
say I have a right, as a matter of law, of appearing 
as my own counsel. I ask jo u r Honor that General 
Grant, Senat >rs Cockling and Platt, and President 
Arthur, and those kind of men who were so dow n 
upon Garfield that they would not speak to him in 
the street, and would net go to the White House, 
shall be put on the stand. I have a right t > show 
my personal relations to those gentlemen ; that I 
was cordially received by them, and that I was well 
dressed and well fed at the Filth Avenue Hotel. I 
want t)show my personal relations to tho3e men. 
I don’t want to except to your Honor’s ruling, but I 
shall be obliged to do so, and I have no doubt the 
Court in ba; k will give me a new trial. 
Judge Cox—Your exception has been noted. 
Scoville then called up the subject of President 
Arthur’s testimony, and slid he had not yet re 
ceive 1 any response to his interrogatories; that 
the President's evidence was absolutely essential to 
the defense. 
Guiteau interrupted him excitedly with “ I don’t 
think it at all necessary for General Arthur to be 
here.” 
To Scoville—“ I don’t care what you want. I’m 
doing this myself. 
I ask as a personal favor that 
he shan’t be dragged into Court. I think a good 
deal of General Arthur, and he is President of the 
United State?, and I don’t think he should be 
bothered with this matter (striking the desk vio 
lently). He’s President of the United States, and 
I made him so. I think I should have something 
to say in this matter.” 
It was arr. nged between counsel that the Presi­ 
dent’s answers should be put in as evidence at 
any stage of the trial, and Scoville called General 
Sherman, who simply recited the orders lie had 
issued for the disposition of troops at the time of 
the asea sination. 
Dr. 13. P. Buckley, cf Freeport, testified that he 
was Guiteau s family doctor; never saw any indi­ 
cation of the slightest mental derangement in him 
nor in Abraham Guiteau. 
Guiteiu hid fcr some minutes been reading the 
President’s message, and suddenly interrupted the 
Court proceedings to express his opinion upon the 
document. “ I’m gUd,” mid the prisoner, “ that 
President Arthur has given those miserable Mor­ 
mons such a slap. I hope he wi 1 keep at them. 
It 
is a good message, and has got the light rin ' to it. 
Arthur is d 'ing well, and he is g >ing to give us the 
best administration we ever hail.” 
Horace Tarb >x, of Freep rt, was well acquainted 
with the prisoner’s father. He had as good a head 
on him as any man in the State, and—after a pause— 
“ he was the thin! smartest man in the county.” 
“ Who was the first?’ quickly asked Guiteau. 
Answer—Mr. Sweet. 
Guiteau—Who was the second ? 
Ans — Mr. Turner. 
“ Well,” said Guitciu, with a broad smile of satis­ 
faction, “ as they hive both been dead a great many 
yearBj my father wa3 ahead.” 
Guiteau was about to interject another little 
8|>eech, when Scoville endeavored to stop him and 
was told, “ Don't be punching me under the table, 
please, when 1 want to speak,” and after a short 
pau»e, “ I tell you what it is, Scoville, you have 
got to abandon your theory. That’s all there is 
about it. 
He was a Fmart man. and everybody 
kpcw it 
Only he was badly cracked on religion.” 
Adjourned.

The fact that but few of the twenty or th:rty ex­ 
perts summoned for the defendant gave their testi­ 
mony excites some remark, and it is said that nearly 
all of them came to the conclusion that they could 
do Guiteau no good by their testimony. A few ex­ 
perts had interviews with Guiteau Monday after­ 
noon, but none of them appeared on the witness- 
stand.
